party of Spanish guerillas, in broad 
daylight and in the presence of Span- 
ish officers, assaulted him and robbed 
him of everything he had except his 
clothes. Hughes, It is alleged, appeal- 
ed to the military commander for help 
and demanded the restitution of his j 
property, but was only laughed at. He 
was obliged to return to Havana, walk- 
ing the entire distance, and reached the 
city ragged and starving. Having lost 
his passport he could not establish his 
identity 
or 
communicate with 
his 


friends in England. 
He starved to 


death in the streets. Hughes had earn- 
ed an excellent reputation as a war 
correspondent in Africa, having fol- 
lowed the Soudan expedition, and also 
traveled in western Africa. His father 
is a retired British army surgeon.

Camden, N. J., Oct. IS.—Eli Shaw, the 
YPWS man who is charged with kill­ 
ing his mother and grandmother ju'-t 
after they had nursed him through a 
siege of typhoid fever, was on Saturday 
taken from his cell to his late home, 
where lay the dead bodies of his al­ 
leged victims. The room was crowded 
with friends of the family who were 
there to attend the double funeral. It 
has not been the fate of many to wit­ 
ness a more harrowing or dramatic 
scene. Distressing as it was, it had no 
effect in wringing a confession from the, 
prisoner, as was expected, but although* 
it materially contributed to the wreck 
of his nervous system, it only strength- 
c ied his declaration that the blood of 
h»s mother and grandmother wa3 not 
upon his hands. 


It was necessary for the two po’lce- 
rr en to half carry the staggering young 
man into the house. When Eli entered 
the death room he collapsed completely, 
and it required the efforts of both the 
policemen to keep him on his feet. "My 
God! My God!” he cried. “Oh, God 
knows I wouldn’t harm a hair of their 
heads. What have I done that they 
should accuse me of sucl> a horrible 
crime! How, how could I do such a 
thing as they accuse me of when you 
were both so good and kind to mo?" 


Turning to the bier of his mother the 
dramatic climax was reached. ‘Speak! 
oh, speak to me, mother!” he sobbed. 
“Tell them that'I am innocent! Oh, my 
Gcd! I am innocent! I am innoccnt!” 
Muttering 
these « protestations 
the 
young man was led from the room, limp 
and prostrate. 


Harry S. Seovel, attorney for Eli 
Shaw, was forcibly ejected from Mayor 
Westcott’s office today, and Horace 
NIxson, another lawyer, followed him 
in the same fashion a little later. Sub­ 
poenas had been issued for some 40 or 
50 witnesses, and It was understood 
that the hearing would be public, but 
the attorneys were informed to the con­ 
trary. They refused to leave, and po­ 
licemen were called upon to put them 
out. Five of the witnesses, by instruc­ 
tion of counsel, then refused to testify 
and were placed under $1,000 ball for a 
further appearance. Nixon represent­ 
ed the witnesses. 


The police are now scouring Camden 
and Philadelphia to find out where the 
five chambered revolver with which the 
murder Is said to have been commit­ 
ted was purchased. 
Shaw denies that 
the pistol belonged to him, and the 
burden of proof that it did now rests 
with the authorities. The alleged mo­ 
tive for the murder has also received a 
setback. Miss Neilson, Shaw's fiancee, 
will soon come Into possession of $7,000, 
of which Shaw is well aware.

Also known that Shaw had no pressing 
need of money. 


Camden, N. J., Oct. 20.-—There has 
been a revulsion of feeling in regard 
to the position of Eli Shaw, The friends 
of the aceysed man are beginning to 
make their influence felt, and it is a 
fact that they have men working upon 
two clews which may develop import­ 
ant evidence that will lead to other 
arrests. Attention is called to the fact 
that a number of people were permitted 
to ransack tho house after the mur­ 
ders, any one of whom might have 
manufactured evidence against Eli. The 
chief of polleq was told of these things, 
and he admitted that the public prose­ 
cutor had weakened Jiis case by allow­ 
ing these people to remain in the house.

ENGLAND VERSUS SPAIN. 


Brufcnl Trontmoufc o f an ICntfHshmau 
May Cause C om plications. 


London, Oct. 20.—The Dally Chronicle 
this morning, commenting upon \the 
death in Cuba last week of W. Hughes, 
correspondent of Black and White, of 
London, who is said to have starved to 
death in the streets of Havana after 
having been maltreated and robbed by 
a party of Spanish guerillas, says: "If 
the story of his death is true fresh 
execration of Spanish action will arise, 
and the British government may have 
something to say." 


Hughes 
was found dead 
on 
the 
Prado, Havana, last Thursday night. 
He had recently visited Pinar del Rio 
with a pass from the military gov­ 
ernor. 
It is said that while there a 
party of Spanish guerillas, in broad 
daylight and in the presence of Span­ 
ish officers, assaulted him and robbed 
him of everything he had except his 
clothes. Hughes, it is alleged, appeal­ 
ed to the military commander for help 
and demanded the restitution of his 
property, but was only laughed at. He 
was obliged to return to Havana, walk­ 
ing the entire distance, and reached the 
city ragged and starving. Having lost 
his passport he could not establish his 
identity 
or 
communicate 
with 
his 
friends in England. 
He starved 
to 
death in the streets. Hughes had earn­ 
ed an excellent reputation as a war 
correspondent in Africa, having fol­ 
lowed the Soudan expedition, and also 
traveled in western Africa. His father 
is a retired British army surgeon.

Fow T elephones In F ranco. 


Washington, Oct. 18.—Several inter­ 
esting reports from Eugene Germaine, 
written when he was United States 
consul at Zurich, Switzerland, have just 
been received at the state department. 
France, he says, is but poorly equipped 
with telephones, which 
are in only 
102 towns, with IS,191 subscribers, half 
of whom are in Paris. Switzerland, with 
barely one-tertth of the population of 
France, has 20,533 subscribers. The cost 
of telephones is $«0 a year in Paris and 
$40 to $60 elsewhere in France, and 
each subscriber contributes towards ob­ 
taining connection with the system. In 
Switzerland the charge is $8 per year 
and one cent for each conversation of 
three minutes duration. The Swiss gov­ 
ernment operates the telephones.

There have lately been turned oitt 


of the Southern Pacific railroad shops 
at one of the big terminals of that 
road 011 the Pacific Coast four of 
the 


largest consolidated pattern engines 
in use, designed especially for moun- 
tain work, whose plans and specifica- 
tions were drawn by probably the only 
lady expert mechanical engineer in 
America, if not in the world.

tervals of repose, during which the vi- 
tal functions are slowed down, and the '. 
organic structures undergo repair. 
Some plants repose during the rainy 
season, 
others during periods of 


drought, but while some plants sleep 
during the cold or the comparatively 
cold season of the year, others again 
take their rest when the average tem- 
perature is high. 
It occurred to a 


Norwegian observer to investigate the 
sleep of plants, more particularly with 
the object of shortening the period of 
repose, and this he claims to have at- 
tained by subjecting the bulbs or buds 
to the action of cloroforni vapor. 
He 


asserts, indeed, that plants thus treat- 
ed sifbsequently develop more rapidly 
than those whose repose has not been 
intensified by the narcotic action of 
this drug, and the observation is not 
without considerable interest. 


If his observations are trustworthy, 


it follows that sleep in plants is not 
strictly comparable to that of animal j 
life, for we do not suppose that the 
period allotted to sleep by animals 
could advantageously be shortened by 
the administration of an antcsthetic. 
Sleep, on the other hand, is a relative 
rather than an absolute condition. 
Its 


value as a restorative depends in a 
very marked degree on its intensity, 
and certain individuals derive more 
benefit and recuperate their jaded en- 
ergies more effectually in five or six 
hours than others do after twice as 
long. This recuperative energy is as- 
serted to be an indication of a high 
standard of vitality, and common ob- 
servation certainly lends color to the 
view that diminished 
recuperative 


power is indicative of physiological 
deterioration.—London Medical Press.

trous fact of all. 
Tho Cuban war has 
done much to exhaust Spain in three 
ways. 
It has cost huge sums of 
money, has absorbed the energies of 
government, and, more important, 
it has robbed the country of half hex 
crop of young men. 
The conscripts 
have been sent to die in Cuba at the 
very moment when they ought to have 
been using their young energies in 
tilling the soil, winning iron from 
the mines, or working in the trades. 
Iu a land where the men have an in­ 
vincible longing to rebt in the shade 
after forty, and are old at fifty, the 
nation cannot do without its yuuths. 
Spain then, under its present condi­ 
tions; is exactly the country in which 
one would exjiect the gospel of anarchy 
to flourish and abound.

There have lately been turned out 
of the Southern Pacific railroad shops 
at one of the big terminals of that 
road on the Pacific Coast four of the 
largest consolidated pattern engines 
in use, designed especially for moun­ 
tain work, whose plans and specifica­ 
tions were drawn by probably the only 
lady expert mechanical engineer in 
America, if not in the world. 
H oav 
she attained her present position is 
one of the railroad legends of the 
road for which she works, but I believe 
the story has never been in print. 


A number of years ago,about fifteen 
I believe, some 
lucky prospectors 
“located” mining claims away up in 
the almost inaccessible fortressess of 
one of the mountain ranges of tho 
West, and the phenomenal riches of 
the lead amply repaid the heavy ex­ 
penses of the “mule train” that was 
used to “pack” the output of the rail­ 
road. 
Eventually the prosperity of 
the first proprietors brought other ad­ 
venturous spirits to the lucky spot and 
later a rich syndicate brought out all 
the smaller claims on the ledge and 
established there the great mills and 
smelters of the Calumet Mining and 
Smelting company. 


Then the Southern Pacific people 
awakened to the importance of the 
enterprise, and after a series of con­ 
sultations with the syndicate, in the 
course of which a very handsome 
financial proposition was made by the 
miners, a branch road was surveyed 
up through the canonS to the site of 
the now rapidly growing town. 
The 
difficulties were almost insurmount­ 
able, but at last the work was done 
and a very crooked and dangerous 
piece of track was the result. 
Its 
grades were precipitous in the extreme 
its curves sharp to the last degree,and 
its road bed so narrow in some places 
that if a car became derailed it was 
either demolished against the rock 
wall on one side or went to the bottom 
of the gorge on the other, there to lie 
and rot and rust away. Once over the 
cliff the cost of raising an ore car 
would almost pay for a new one, and 
the company seldom made any effort 
to recover the wreckage. 


One point on the short road had 
always been dreaded by the trainmen, 
and this was the sharp curve at the 
approach to what was called the second 
crossing. It had been a prolific source 
of wrecks and the rocks below the 
bridge were strewn with broken tim­ 
bers and bent and twisted ironwork of 
dozens of ore cars that had plunged 
over the sheer sides of the deep gorge. 
This second crossing bridge was at the 
foot of the heaviest grade and from 
there the road wound through the 
beautiful Silver Creek valley to the 
“Junction,” where it joined the main 
line of the Southern Pacific.

Johnnie did as he was told and tho 
powerful engine rolled out of the sid­ 
ing, across the bridge and was soon 
tearing up the hill at full speed toward 
the now rapidly approaching train. 


As she left the siding her one 
thought lia<i been to save the pas­ 
senger train from au awful collision, 
but as she crossed the bridge she 
thought of a little story her father had 
lately told of how he had once caught 
a runaway train with his engine and 
had stopped it before it could do any 
damage. 
She would try it now, des­ 
pite the aAvful danger.

Tlie Sleop of 1’lnntR. 


Like animals all plants require in­ 
tervals of repose, during which the vi­ 
tal functions are slowed down, and the 
organic structures undergo repair. 
Some plants repose during tho rainy 
season, 
others during periods of 
drought, but while some plants sleop 
during the cold or the comparatively 
cold season of the year, others again 
take their rest w*hen the average tem­ 
perature is high. 
It occurred to a 
Norwegian observer to investigate tho 
sleep of plants, more particularly with 
the object of shortening the ¡period of 
repose, and this he claims to have at­ 
tained by subjecting the bulbs or buds 
to the action of cloroform vapor. 
Ho 
asserts, indeed, that plants thus treat­ 
ed sifbsequently develop more rapidly 
than those whose repose has not been 
intensified by the narcotic action of 
this drug, and the observation is not 
without considerable interest. 


If his observations are trustworthy, 
it follows that sleep in plants is not 
strictly comparable to that of animal 
life, for we do not suppose that the 
period allotted to sleej) by animals 
could advantageously be shortened by 
the administration of an anesthetic. 
Sleep, on the other hand, is a relative 
rather than an absolute condition. 
Its 
value as a restorative depends in a 
very marked degree on its intensity, 
and certain individuals derive more 
benefit and recuperate their jaded en­ 
ergies more effectually in five or six 
hours than others do after twice as 
long. 
This recuperative energy is as­ 
serted to be an indication of a high 
standard of vitality, and common ob- 
i • 
servation certainly lends color to the 
view that diminished 
recuperative 
power is indicative of physiological 
deterioration.—London Medical Press.

cold .storage has been brought in this 
cify and its suburbs is known only in 
a, general way to the average citizen. 
It will doubtlessly cause surprise to 
persons who are not familiar with the 
facts to learn that a quail they cut for 
breakfast has been dead in some cases 
for one or two years, and that quail 
and other game birds, fish and meat 
are frequently frozen for a year or 
mere and then sold in as good a con- 
dition as they were the day they were 
put into the great ice-house. 


The business has grown to such di- 


mensions that it is estimated roughly 
that market men, shippers and others 
interested in the trade have $10,000.- 
000 invested in the business, exclusne 
of the cost of the buildings.

structures, usually located adjacent to 
the "markets or the railroad depots, 
are in demand for cold storage ware- 
houses, and there are several uii upper 
West street, more near Washington 
market, others located near the Fulton 
market and under the arches of the 
Brooklyn bridge, that seem particular- 
ly -ivell adapted for the purpose. 
Ex- 


cept in the case of fruit and such vege- 
tables as are destroyed by freezing, it 
is said to be seldom that provisions 
are sold to the consumer upon arrival 
in thi« city. Prices, of course, have 
much to do with the sales, and when 
there is an overstock of chickens, 
eggs, beef, fish, meat or similar com- 
modity, it is packed a-way in a cold 
storage warehouse, where it is held 
until prices justify a sale. 


As regards game, it was only last 


winter that emissaries of the state 
game warden 9ame to this city to find 
out why certain restaurants were sell- 
ing venison, pheasants, quail and 
eveuy other sort of game out of season. 
The deputy game wardens had quail 
for breakfast in September, when the 
law said that they should not be killed 
until December; venison for dinner, 
when deer can only be hunted in Jan- 
uary, and woodcock and snipe. Then 
they made a list of the restaurants 
where the game had been obtained and 
arrested the proprietors. The pro- 
prietors gave the names of the men 
from whom they had bought the game, 
and these were found to have obtained 
it from the warehousemen. It was 
learned that some of the game had 
been killed more than a year before 
during the regular season.

wardens when they departed for home. 
In their reports they said the law had 
not been violated.

The Freezing 


In mining for gold in Siberia the 


ground is kept clear of snow, so as to 
permit the cold to penetrate as deep- 
ly as possible, after which the surface 
is thawed by fires until a shallow 
layer of earth can be removed. 
The 


freezing is then allowed to proceed, 
and the thawing operations repeated, 
au'I this is continued as long as the 
cold weather lasts, says a writer in 
the J",ugineeriug Magazine. 
In this 


way through the long Siberian winters 
open excavations are made to the gold 
bearing rocks, the depths obtained 
being irom twenty-five to seventy-five 
feet, according to the duration of the 
cold season. 


Artificial cold for purposes of exca- 


vation Mas fiist used by Poetsch in 
lS8:-5; by his well known process of 
cold Ijime through a series of buried 
pipes the most difficult quicksandmay 
be made hard enough to be excavated 
like rock. In the article under con- 
side] ation are given general illustra- 
tions and details of the apparatus used 
in sinking the shafts at the Courrieres 
mines, together with formulas enab- 
ling the safe thickness of frozen wall 
to be computed for round or square 
shafts of any given dimensions. 


Among the important applications 


of the freezing process are noted the 
sinking of the shafts for the cylinders 
of the hydraulic elevator for the canal 
lift at Les Fontinettes, and the con- 
struction of a tunnel at Stockholm.

<k\Ve certainly have developed the

“ to a point that is un ­ 
equalled in any other part of the world. 
Europe has nothing like 
the cold 
warehouse system of this city. 
Even 
royal personages have to take their 
vegetables, meat, fruit and game in 
season. 
Here we do not. 
The cold 
warehouse system has been growing 
so slowly and yet surely in this city 
that it would be considered a hardship 
by citizens if they had to do without 
it. 
We have developed a pampered 
taste that requires fruit at Christmas, 
commodities that in the ‘good old 
times* we could get on ly when nature 
provided them, at times, months after 
the time they are grown or killed. 
Rich men want trout at all seasons of 
the year, when it is known that they 
can only be obtained in the spring. 
Young chickens cannot be obtained 
except at their weight in gold during 
the w inter, if they are grown during 
the cold months and killed just before 
being used. 
By means of the cold 
storage system they cost little more 
on New Year’s day than they do in 
May. 
Spring lamb, that was obtain­ 
able formerly only in May and June, 
is carefully packed away in the spring 
and sold the succeeding winter and 
weeks before the earliest spring lamb 
of the following spring is born. 
Beef 
and mutton are not kept nearly so 
long—no need to do so. 


“ Bluefish can be obtained only at 
certain seasons, yet they are on sale 
all the time. The same is true regard­ 
ing bass, mackerel and other fish. 
Oysters and clams are also kept for 
months at a time and frequently from 
one season to an o th er/’ 
; A visit to one of these warehouses is 
interesting. 
The walls are of extra­ 
ordinary thickness, sheathed 
with 
wood and filled with huge ice-boxes. 
In some of the more modern ware­ 
houses the same chemicals used to 
make artificial 
ice 
are 
circulated 
through the rooms by means of pipes, 
.which keep the temperature several 
degrees below zero. 
The iish, meat 
or gamQ to be preserved is packed in 
the ice-boxes, which 
have double 
wulls, and the ice is packed around 
them, 
With the atmosphere around 
them below zero, the articles to be 
preserved are kept at a temperature 
that would make an Arctic explorer 
shiver until they are wanted, when 
they are taken out and sold, some-

A U n iq u e Salad. 


A unique salad was invented some 
years ago by an ingenious woman. It 
consisted of slices of hard-boiled egg 
at least four inches in diameter served 
on lettuce leaves. No egg but an ostrich 
egg was ever so large, but the secret 
lay in the fact that it was a composite 
egg. 
Twfo bags of flannel were made, 
one round and the other oval, the 
round one being much the smaller. 
Into the round one were dropped at 
once the yolks of eight eggs, nearly 
filling the bag. 
After the yolks were 
boiled hard they were left until cool, 
and then the flannel was cut ofT. 
The 
whites of the eggs were put into the 
oval bag and the ball of yolks careful­ 
ly slipped into them. 
When the 
whites had cooked and cooled the sec­ 
ond bag was cut away. 


Experimenting was necessary to find 
the right size of bags for the number 
of eggs and the proportionate size for 
the yolk alone and the entire egg. 
It 
was another nice point to allow for the 
second boiling of the yolks without 
getting them too hard, and to locate 
the yolk in the middle of the whites. 
This was most satisfactorily accom­ 
plished by putting half of the whites 
into the bag, then dropping in the

Place one ounce of tartaric acid in 
a teacup, fill the cup half full of boil­ 
ing water, cover quickly.

A soft cloth wet with milk and 
rubbed over boots and shoes three or 
four times a month will improve the 
appearance of the leather and heljD to 
keep it soft, and thus make it last 
longer. 


To remove paint from window glass, 
take some strong vinegar and heat it 
very hot. 
Wet a cloth in the hot liq­ 
uid and wash the glass with it and the 
paint will come off quite readily,

strong solution of oxalic acid will also 
remove dry paint. 


The white of a raw egg is the most 
satisfactory of pastes, and is bettei 
than any prepared mucilage or paste 
one can buy. 
Papers intended to be 
put over tumblers of jelly and jam will

A Young: K e n t u c k i a n ’* I n v e n tio n . 
Thomas B. Dixon, a broad-browed, 
intellectual-looking young man from 
Henderson, Ky,, has accomplished what 
nearly all of the great electrical in­ 
ventors and investigators have failed 
to do—devised a practical sextuplate 
system of telegraphing. 


All of the tests, made in the pres­ 
ence of several experts, were loop 
tests. 
The sextuplex was worked over 
a 300-mile circuit, and, with all sides 
in operation, the sounders responded 
to the key with marvelous distinctness. 
Induction is so thoroughly overcome 
by Mr. Dixon’s system that the differ­ 
ent sides of the sextuplex worked as 
promptly and as clearly as a single 
wire* 


Allowing this test of the sextuplex 
system, which admits of three mes­ 
sages going each way over the same 
wire, another loop circuit was rigged. 
This lino went from Boston to Buf­ 
falo and return, and from Boston to 
New Haven and return, a distance of 
about 1300 miles. 
Then the quadru­ 
ple feature of the Dixon system was 
tried and the characters came as clear 
and clean as the notes of a perfect 
Ml. 


No quadruplex system in existence 
has ever been known to transmit char­ 
acters clearly on all sides over such a 
distance of wire without the aid of a 
repeater at some intermediate station. 
Tests of the Dixon system have been 
made iu all kinds of weather, and both 
the quadruplex and the sextuplex, 
which are embodied in one, work well 
enough to keep the most nervous sender 
or receiver in good humor. 


Edison is said to be authority for 
the statement that the use of the quad­ 
ruplex system has resulted in a saving 
of $20,000,000 to one of ¿lie great 
telegraphic companies alone, and in 
these days of the increasing use of

The New Cuban Policy. 


At last General Weyler, the butcher 


In Cuba, is recalled and General Blanco 
a more humane soldier, is to take his 
place and attempt to suppress the in- 
Burrectiou. An additional force of 20,- 
000 Spanish soldiers is to accompany 
General Blanco, but this force will 
beared y make up for the Spanish losses 
during the past year in deaths, disabil- 
ities and sickness. If General Weyler 
with a force of upwards of 200,000 men, 
and the most relentless warfare, has 
been unable to conquer the Cubans, 
can Blanco be expected to be any more 
successful. 
The change of policy on 


the part of Spain comes too late to pla-^ 
cate the Cubans. 
They have felt 


Spain's iron heel; they know that Span- 
ish promises are not to be relied upon 
and they do not want Spanish reforms. 
The Cubans are fighting for independ- 
ence and are not likely to let go the ad- 
vantages they have gained for the 
promises Spain may hold out for them. 
They have stood up against Campos' 
more humane tactics, -and it is alto- 
gether probable that they will continue 
to make as gallant a fight against 
Blanco, as his two predecessors. The 
new arrangements for the conduct of 
affairs in Cuba will, however, cause a 
delay in any possible action that this 
country may have had in contempla- 
tion in regard to that unfortunate 
country. 
The administration will no 


doubt await the promulgation of the 
promised reforms in Cuba and see what 
effect they may have. It will doubtless 
use its efforts to bring about a better 
etate of affairs upon the island, and if 
the war shall 
continue, see that 


it is conducted within the bounds 
of civilized warfare in the future. 
If 


the new policy fails to bring the ex- 
pected results, and after a fair trial it 
shall fail, it may then become neces- 
sary for the United States to take a 
more decided stand, and see that Spain, 
having failed by every means, to sup- 
press the revolution, in the interests of 
humanity, shall give to the struggling 
Cubans what they have so richly de- 
served and won—their independence. 
The next few months will be moment- 
ous ones for both Cuba and Spain, and

AN OPERATOR FORGOT ORDERS AND A 
HEAD-ON COLLISION RESULTS. 


One of tho worst wrecks which ever 
qappencd on the Western Maryland rail­ 
road took place Thursday at 3 o’clock, on 
the dip, midway between Chcwsville and 
Cavetown, one mile cast of Chewsvillc. 
Two fast freight trains, going in opposite 
directions collided, head on, while run­ 
ning at full speed. They were trains No. 
601, westbound, and No. 402 eastbound. 
Both engines, Nos. 53 and 47, were 
smashed to the extent that they no long­ 
er look like engines. 


Train 601 pulled thirteen loaded cars 
and train 402 drew four loaded cars 
and five empties. 


Operator King of Westminster, sta­ 
tioned at Chewsvillc, had orders to hold 
the eastbound train 
He forgot the 
order, it is said, and permitted the train 
to go by Chewsville. The train dispatch­ 
er at Hillen station asked him over the 
wire if the train had yet reached Chews­ 
ville. 
Operator King wired back that 
the train had gone on ahead. It is stated 
the operator then went out of the office, 
and standing on the platform, listened 
for the collision which he knew must 
come. 
Presently he heard the mighty 
engines come together with a tremen­ 
dous noise. 
Then, trembling so that he 
could barely send the message, he report­ 
ed the wreck to headquarters at Hillen 
Station. 


When the trains were about to come 
together the crew of both engines jump­ 
ed off. All were badly injured, and Sam­ 
uel M. Harden, of Reisterstown, a fire­ 
man, died of his wounds half an hour 
after the accident. 
Hazlett Van Horn, 
formerly of Westminster, an engineer is 
seriously wrounded* 
George Flora and 
Arnold Gude, two other employes, were 
also dangerously injured* 


Twenty-one freight cars loaded and 
empty were wrecked, and both engines 
were utterly ruined.

pleasure than the heaviest black silk 
dress. 


Undoubtedly the cornerstone of her 


love for Jamsey was his taste for 
household pleasures, and they made a 
fine pair. 


Although lame, he would lend a fair 


hand to her scrubbing up the floors 
and polishing the windows and in 
doing the family ironing.

Once or twice she let him cook by 


bimself, when he surprised her by the 
tastiness of his finished work.

The Bhipkeeper is the caretaker of 


the ship while she is in port. He is 
likely to be a mail who has followed 
| the sea ; it may be iu the employ of 


i the house whose vessels he now looks 


j after. 
He may have sailed before the 


i mast or he may have been a mate or 
perhaps the master of a ship. Every 
firm of large shipowners or shipping 
merchants has a shipkeeper of its 
own, who may have been tints em- 
ployed by the same house for years. 


The shipkeeper goes aboard some- 


times when the ship arrives iu the har- 
bor, but usually when she is first tied 
up to the wharf. 
The crew is dis- 


charged the minute the ship's lines 
are made fast, and the captain goes 
very soon, it is likely on the same day. 
The ship may have come from a China 
.voyage, or a voyage to scmie other 
distant seas, aud have been gone for 
months, and he starts for home as 
soon as he can — down East or 
wherever it may be—there to remain 
until the ship is nearly ready for sea 
again. Then the shipkeeper is left in 
charge of the ship. He is sometimes 
the sole occupant, but most owners 
keep one other person, a man or a 
boy, aboard. - If the additional person 
is a man, it id likely to be the ship's 
oarpenter or one of the crew employed 
for that purpose. The shipkeeper 
lives aboard of the ship until she goes 
to sea again. He may cook and eat 
all his meals aboard, or if there is a 
restaurant close at hand ashore, he 
may get his dinners there. He sleeps 
aft. He does not sleep in the captain's 
room, but he takes his choice of the 
rooms of the mate and the second 
mate, this being the custom on the 
beach. 


The shipkeeper is the watchman of 


the ship, and he looks after her in 
many ways and sees that no harm 
comes to her. He sees that the steve- 
dore's men don't drop blocks on deck, 
and that no injury of any kind is done 
to her inboard, and he sees that no 
harm befalls her from tugs and light- 
ers or other craft. 
And he keeps the 


ship in order. He is more than likely 
to be a man who knowrs a ship alow 
and aloft, and to take a sailor's pride 
in her, and a personal pride in the 
ships of the house that employs him. 
There are shipkeepers who are not 
over-nice, shipkeepers are just like 
other people in this respect ; but, as a 
rule, they keep their ships in perfect 
order. 


Suppose yon see in South street a 


fine ship that takes your fancy, and 
you walk down the wharf to go aboard 
of her. If you find the gangway lead- 
ing up to her side bright and clean, 
not even any dust on it, the manrope 
a fresh, bright bit of rope, brass man- 
rope stanchion planted in the rail 
handsomely polished, strips of canvas 
laid upon the brass-covered treads of 
the steps leading from the gangway 
platform up to the rail of the ship, 
upon the brass-covered rail itself, and 
upon the steps down to the deck with- 
in, why, it really wouldn't be neces- 
sary to look any further to know what 
kind of shipkeeper was aboard here. 
But if yon look down from the quar- 
ter-deck into the waist of the ship, you 
will see there a broad expanse of deck 
as clean as any floor. If yon go for- 
ward and look, say, into the hoisting 
engine-house, yon find the engine and 
the tank and the room itself newly 
and tastefully painted and everything 
in perfect trim. Look into the gallery 
and you will find that just the same ; 
as clean a kitchen as any you ever saw, 
afloat or ashore. It is just the same 
everywhere about the ship; the white 
paint is white and the brasswork is 
bright; and the cabin is in perfect or- 
der; and the veteran of the sea who 
keeps the ship in this shape is proud 
of her. as he has a perfect right to be. 
She may have been tied up at three or 
four wharves, at as many different 
points around the harbor, towing here 
and there aud discharging or taking 
on cargo, but she's kept as trim and 
handsome as though she were on ex- 
hibition. 


The ship is deep in the water when 


the shipkeeper first steps over the 
rail; he sees her rise as they take the 
cargo out of her, until she is light, 
and stands, on high tides, with her 
side high above the wharf. The ship- 
keeper stays aboard for weeks. There 
may be days or longer periods when 
there is nothing doing aboard of her 
except what he does himself, whea the 
ship is silent; but sooner or later they 
begin to fill her up again, and from 
that on there is more or less life 
aboard of her and alongside. 


A week or ten days before the ship's 


sailing day. the captain come? to town. 
He visits the owner's office aud goes 
down and sees she ship. He looks 
after her stores and whatever other 
business he may have to attend to. j 
All this time, as the ship fills up, she j 
is going down in the water again. Two 
or throe days before she sails the rig- 
gers come aboard and bend her sails. 


The crew was discharged the minute 


she tied up: the new crew doesn't go 
aboard until the last minute before 
she s»il«?. It may be that the mate, 
the executive officer of the ship, comes 


aboard late. He must know whore 
everything is, and the shipkeeper cuu 
tell him. Thus it happens that some- 
times the shipkeeper goes down the 
bay with the ship and comes oil' with 
the pilot; but oftener his duty is end- 
ed, aud he steps ashore as the ship 
leaves the wharf.—New York Sun.

returned after their country sojourn 
vastly improved.

When it is taken into consideration 


that 
the police department owns 


seventy-two horses, it will be seen 
that the allowing of vacations is a con- 
siderable undertaking, even without 
the item of expense. Ten years ago 
the department had but twenty-five 
horses. 
At present, in addition to 


those in the well-trained mounted 
force, the department has about thirty 
horses engaged in the signal depart- 
ment. 
Every station house in the 


city, with two exceptions, has at least 
two horses, and where ambulances 
are used, three. , Then the depart- 
ment has eleven driving horses, -which, 
are used exclusively by the commis- 
sioners and the superintendents.

' The horses of the mounted force 
are the best that can be procured, and 
are wonderfully intelligent and active, 
and exhibitions by the mounted force 
have become a very popular feature 
of the annual horse shows.

Suppose yon see in South street a 
fine ship that takes your fancy, and 
you walk down the wharf to go aboard 
of her. 
If you find the gangway lead­ 
ing up to her side bright aud clean, 
not even any dust on it, the manrope 
a fresh, bright bit of rope, brass man­ 
rope stanchion planted in the 
rail 
handsomely polished, strips of canvas 
laid upon the brass-covered treads of 
* the steps leading from the gangway 
platform up to the rail of the ship, 
upon the brass-covered rail itself, and 
upon the steps dow’n to the deck with­ 
in, why, it really wouldn’t be neces­ 
sary to look any further to know what 
kind of shipkeeper was aboard here.

The police commissioners of Boston 
have decided that, inasmuch as tho 
hivrses in the department bear their 
proportionate part of the hard work, 
j they as well as the men shall have 
vacations in the summer. 
To that 
I end they have arranged that every 
| horse shall enjoy two, and in some 
instances 
three 
weeks’ 
vacation. 
Three large pastures have been se­ 
cured by tho 
department, two in 
Brighton and one in Dorchester, and 
as the horse arrives its shoes are taken 
oft’, and it is allowed to roam at will, 
coming into the stable only at night. 
The grass in the pastures, though of 
the best quality, is not the horses’ 
sole food; at supper time the horses 
get the regular measure of grain. 
The animals seem to enjoy their va­ 
cations immensely, and horses show­ 
ing plainly the effect of their hard 
work in tho department have been 
returned after their country sojourn 
vastly improved. 


When it is taken into consideration 
that 
the police 
department owrns 
seventy-two horses, it will be seen 
that the allowing of vacations is a con­ 
siderable undertaking, even without 
the item of expense. 
Ten years ago 
the department had but twenty-five 
horses. 
At present, in addition to 
those in the well-trained mounted 
force, the department has about thirty 
horses engaged in the signal depart­ 
ment. 
Every station house in the 
city, with twro exceptions, has at least 
two horses, and where ambulances 
are used, three. v Then the depart­ 
ment has eleven driving horses, which 
are used exclusively by tho commis­ 
sioners and the superintendents. 
^ 


* The horses of the mounted force 
are the best that can be procured, and 
are wonderfully intelligent and active, 
and exhibitions bv the mounted force 
have become a very popular feature 
of the annual horse shows. 
The 
horses of the signal department also 
are well trained, and instances have 
been recorded where some of them 
have exhibited almost human intelli­ 
gence. 
It is said, and sworn to by 
the drivers of one of the downtown 
stations, that one of the horses as­ 
signed to that station, knows jierfectly 
the location of the patrol boxes, and 
when the number of a box is truck on 
the tapper will go directly to it with­ 
out any guidance whatever. 


The veteran of the department is a 
horse attached to the Lagrange street 
station, known as Nigger. 
This is a 
wonderfully intelligent animal, and 
has been drawling a patrol wagon 
every day for nine years, and until 
this year has never had a day off by 
reason of sickness or for any other 
cause. 
Nigger is one of those now 
enjoying a three weeks vacation, and 
the drivers who visit the horse regu­ 
larly every day say that it is enjoying 
every minute. 
The next oldest is a 
large bay that has been in service at 
the Mount Pleasant station for eight 
years.

Owing to the extraordinary variety 


of races and creeds over which the 
Sultan of Turkey rules, his difficulties 
are almost insurmountable; and it is 
doubtful whether he or anyone else 
will ever succeed iu making Turkey 
a land of peace and harmony. 


There are no fewer than seven main 


divisions of races in the European and 
Asian provinces. In Europe both the 
Greeks and Albanians are as numer- 
ous as the Ottoman Turks, each con- 
tingent numbering about 1,300,000, 
according to the best authorities. Con- 
stantinople itself has just as diversified 
a mixture as the kingdom generally; 
and only :385,000 of its 87o,000 inhab- 
itants arc Mussulmans, the Greeks 
numbering 133,000 and the Armenians 
150,000. 
But in Asia there are twice 


as many Ottomans as all other races 
put together. The Turks proper con- 
sist of Ottomans, Yurouks and Turko- 
mans. The names have something- 
terrible in their very sound to us; but 
travelers unite in describing the Ot- 
tomans as honorable and humane men, 
although they can fight when it comes 
to blo-ws. 
The Turkomans live a pas- 


toral life, while the Yurouks are no- 
madic and therefore not easily sub- 
jected to law. 


Although the Greeks and the Alba- 


nians are regarded as belonging to the 
same Graeco-Latin race, the latter are, 
for the most part, Mussulmans. Some 
of the Albanians are Roman Catholics 
and others are of the Greek church, 
and the two slightly divergent sects 
hate each other as cordially as Par- 
nellites and anti-Parnellites. But, 
whatever the form of faith, they pre- 
fer robbery as a means of livelihood to 
any oth« industry. At the same 
time they are of a fine physical type 
and make splendid soldiers; but they 
treat their-women like oxen, and, al- 
though they dress in rich clothes oi 
the fashion of the Scottish Highlands, 
they have a horror of soap. 
In factj ! 


it is said that they put on their clothes j

wall, the force of the sea in a gale

N. J., Oct. IS.—Eli Shaw, the 
i^oung man who Is charged with kill- 
ing his mother and grandmother juvt 
after they had nursed him through a 
Biege of typhoid fever, was on Saturday 
taken from his cell to his late home, 
where lay the dead bodies oi! his al- 
leged vietf-ns. The room was crowded 
with friends of the family who were 
there to attend the double funeral. It 
has not been the fate of many to wit- 
ness a more harrowing or dramatic 
scene. Distressing as It was. it had no 
effect in wringing a confession from the. 
prlfioner, as was expected, but although' 
It materially contributed to the wreck 
of his nervous system, it only strength- 
c led his declaration that the blood of 
h!S mt>ther and grandmother was not 
upon his hands. 


It was nvccssary for the two po'iee- 
rren to half carry the staggering young 
man into the house. When Ell entorod 
tho death room he collapsed completely, 
and it required the efforts of both the 
policemen to keep him on his feet. "My 
God! My God!" he cried. "Oh. God 
knows I wouldn't harm a hair of their 
heads. What have I done that they 
should accuse me of such a horrible 
crime» How. how could I do such a 
thing as they accuse me of when you 
wf-re both so good and kind to me?" 


Turning to the bier of his mother tho 
dramatic climax was reached. 
'Speak! 
oh. speak to me, mother!" he solibed. 
''Tell them that 1 am innocent! Oh. my 
Gcd! I am Innocent! I am Innoocnt:" 
Muttering 
these • protestations 
the 
yobng man was led from the room, limp 
and prostrate. 


Harry S. Seovel,

Shaw, was forcibly ejected from Mayor 
Westcott's oillco today, 
and 
Horace 
Nlxson. another lawyer, followed him 
In the same fashion a little later. Sub- 
poenas had been issued for some 40 or 
50 witnesses, and it was understood 
that the hearing would be public, but 
the attprneya were Informed to the con- 
trary. 
They refuseij to leave, and po- 
licemen were called upon to put them 
out. Five of tho witnesses, by instruc- 
tion of counsel, then refused to testify 
and were placed under $1.000 bail for a 
further appearance. 
Nixon represent- 
ed the witnesses.

Attention Is called to the fact 
that a number of people were permitted

The 
chief of polIcQ was told of these things, 
and he admitted that the public prose- 
cutor had weakened his case by allow- 
ing these people to remain In the house.

Shaw has been foi^mally committed 
by Jusl»ue Slackhouse for the alleged 
klillng of his mother and gi^andmother, 
lie was at once conveyed to the county 
Jail at Sixth and Federal streets.

It is said that while there a 
party of Spanish guerillas, in broad 
daylight and In the presence of Span- 
ish officers, assaulted him and robbed 
him of everything he had except his 
clothes, 
Hughes, it is alleged, appeal- 
ed to the military commander for help 
and demanded the restitution of his 
property, but was only laughed at. 
He 
was obliged to return to Havana, walk- 
ing the entire distance, and reached the 
city ragged and starving. 
Having lost 
his passport he could not establish his

or

death in the streets. Hughes had earn- 
ed an excellent reputation as a war 
correspondent 
In Africa, having

Switzerland the charge is $8 per year 
and one cent for each conversation of 
three minutes duration. The Swiss gov- 
ernment operates the telephones.

Í Capturing a Runaway Traini 


A. M, srUoN«». 


There have lately been turned out 
of the Southern Pacific raih-oad shops 
at one of the bipc terminals of 
that 
road on tho Paoilic Coast four of 
the 
largest consolidated pattern engines 
in use, designed especially for moun- 
tain work, whose i^Ians and specifica- 
tions were drawn by probably the only 
lady expert mechanical 
enp;iueer 
in 
America, if not in the world. 
How 
sho attained her present position is 
one of the railroad legends of tho 
road for which she works, but I believe 
the story has never been in jn'int. 


A number of years ago,about fifteen 
I believe, 
some 
lucky in-osi^ectors 
"located" mining claims away up in 
the almost inaccessible fortressess of 
one of the mountain ranges of tho 
AVest, and the fDhenomenal riches of 
the lead amply repaid the heavy ex- 
penses of the ''mule train" that was 
used to *'pack" the output of the rail- 
road. 
Eventually the pi)oKi)erity of 
the first proprietors brought other ad- 
venturous spirits to the lucky sjiotand 
later a rich syndicate brought out all 
the smaller claims on the ledge aud 
established there the great mills and 
smelters of the Calumet Mining and 
Smelting company. 


Then the Southern Pacific peo])le 
awakened to the importance of the 
enterprise, and after a series of con- 
sultations with the syndicate, in the 
course of 
which a very handsome 
financial projjositiou was made by the 
miners, a branch road Avas surveyed 
up through the canonil to the site of 
the now rapidly growing town. 
The 
difficulties were almost insurmount- 
able, but at last the work was done 
and a very crooked and 
dangerous 
piece of track was the result. 
Its 
grades were precipitous in the extreme 
its curves sharp to the last degree,and 
its road bed so narrow in some jilaces 
that if a car became derailed it was 
either 
demolished against the rock 
wall on one side or Avent to the bottom 
of the gorge on the other, there to lie 
and rot aud rust away. Once over the 
clifif the cost of 
raising an ore car 
woitld almost pay for a new one, aud 
the company seldom made any eftbrt 
to recover the wreckage. 


One point on the short road 
had 
always been dreaded by the trainmen, 
and this was the shari) curve at the 
ai^proach to what was called the second 
crossing. It had been a prolific source 
of wrecks and the rocks below the 
bridge were strewn with brolien tim- 
bers and bent and twisted ironwork of 
dozens of ore cars that had plunged 
over the sheer sides of the deep gorge. 
This second ci'ossing bridge was at the 
foot of the heaviest gratle and from 
there the road wound through the 
beautiful Silver Creek valley to the 
"Junction," where it joined the main 
line of the Southern Pacilic. 


At the point where the level track 
commenced, hardly a stone's 
throw 
from the second crossing bridge, the

the Southern Pacific would have had 
one wreck that would have cost many 
lives. 


One August evening Jliss 
Clarke 
wasAvatching through the Iieldglasses 
the effect of the sunlight on tho brilli- 
ant quartz rock at the farthest point 
up tho mountain, 
wdiere the 
track 
C(mld be seen from the valley and only 
a short distance from the big mills at 
the top of tho hill. 
Her father and 
his fireman had gone to the junction 
for some su])])lies, and were to return 
on the "mail,'' now nearly due. 
Her 
little brother was "playing lireman," 
• and with a big bunch of waist was 
rubbing up thV bright work about the 
big engine. 
The twilight silence in 
the valley was only broken by the oc- 
casional hiss of escaping steam and the 
steady, monottnious "pound" of 
the 
airpump on the engine, 
which her 
father had f(>rgott<m to shut oil'before 
he loft. 
She had just noticed it, aud 
was about to go to the engine and shut 
oiT the steam, when, as she took one 
last look, she was almost paralyzed by 
the sight of a long train of ore creep- 
ing around the curve. 
Two or three 
of the laborers at the mines were still 
on them, but hand brakes would never 
stop 
that heavy train, and as 
it 
slowly gained in speed, she saw them 
leave the train. 
Thou she thought of 
the little passenger train that -would 
be there in a few minutes and 
in 
another moment sheM'as climbing into 
the cab of the Ing engine and telling 
her little brother what to do.

I get down on tlie main track shut it 
and run dowu the track and flag num- 
ber one. 
Tell dad I'm up the hill to 
catch a runaway." 


Johnnie did as he "was told and the 
powerful engine rolled out of the sid- 
ing, across the bridge and was soon 
tearing up the hill at full speed toward 
the now rai)idly approaching train. 


As she left the siding her one 
thought had been to save the pas- 
senger train from au aAvful collision, 
but as she crossed the bridge 
she 
thought of a little story her father had 
lately told of how he had once caught 
a runaway train with his engine and 
had stopped it before it could do any 
damage. 
She w(mld try it now, des- 
pite the awful danger. 
If 
"Daddy" 
could do it, she could. 


Por nearly four miles ui^ the hill the 
big engine fairly Hew, then, as she 
reached a long straight track where 
the view was clear for nearly a mile, 
she shut otr the steam and gradually 
the locomotive stopped, 


Jessie looked up at the steam gauge. 
The pointer indicated bnl^--100 jjounds 
pressure. 
Keeping a close watch on 
the track ahead, the intrepid girl left 
the throttle and, opening the 
firebox 
door, rei)lenished the 
fire. 
Just as 
the last scoopful of coal was thrown 
in and the door closed the runaway 
shot around the curve into view, and, 
starting the engine back, the

Tlie Sleop of IMiints. 


Like animals all plants require in- 
tervals of reinóse, during Avhich the vi- 
tal functions are sloAved doAvn, and the 
organic structures undergo 
repair. 
Some plants repose during the rainy 
season, 
others 
during 
periods 
of 
drought, but Avhile some plants sloop 
during the cold or the comparatively 
cold season of the year, others again 
take their rest Avhen the average tem- 
perature is high. 
It occurred to a 
Norwegian observer to investigate tho 
sleep of plants, more particitlarly Avith 
the object of shortening the period of 
repose, aud this he claims to have at- 
tained by subjecting thebulbsor buds 
to the action of cloroform vaj^or. 
Ho 
asserts, indeed, that plants thus treat- 
ed siWisequently develop more rapidly 
than those Avhose repose has not been 
intensified by the narcotic action of 
this drug, and the observation is not 
Avithout considerable interest. 


If his observations are trustAvorthy, 
it folloAvs that sleep in plants is not 
strictlj' comparable to that of animal 
life, for Ave do not suppose that the 
period allotted to sleep by animals 
could adA'antageously be shortened by 
the administration of au auirsthetic. 
Sleep, on the other hand, is a relative 
rather than an absolute condition. 
Its 
value as a restorative depends in a 
very marked degree on its intensity, 
and certain individuals derive moro 
benefit and rectiperate their jaded en- 
ergies more efíectually in five or six 
hours than others do after tAvioe as 
long. 
This recuperative energy is as- 
serted to be an indication of a high 
standard of vitality, and common ob- 
serA'ation certainly lends color to the 
A'ieAV that 
diminished 
recuj^erative 
poAver is indicative of physiological 
deterioration.—London Medical Press.

The almost pei'feot system to Avbiob 
cold storage baa been brougbt in this 
ci,ty and its suburbs is known only in 
a general way to the average citizen. 
It M'ill doubtlessly cause suriu'ise to 
persons who are not familiar Avith the 
facts to learn that a quail they eat for 
. breakfast has been dead in some cases 
for one or two years, and that (juail 
and other game birds, fish and meat 
are fre(|uently frozen for a year or 
more and then sold in as good a con- 
dition as they were the day they were 
put into tbe great ice-house. 


Tho business has grown to such di- j cold season, 
mensions that it is estimated roughly ' 
Artilicial > 
that market men, shipjiers and others 
interested in tho trade have $15,000,- 
01)0 invested in the business, axclusivo 
of the cost of the buildings. 
Large 
structures, usually located adjaccnt to 
the 'markets or the railroad depots, 
Hve ill demand for cold storage wure- 
liMuses, and there are several on u])])er 
West street, move 
near AVashington 
market, other'^s located near the Fulton 
market and under the arches of the 
Brooklyn bridge, that seem particular- 
ly well adapted for the purpose. 
Ex- 
cept in the case of fruit and sucb vege- 
tables as are destroyed by freezing, it 
is said to be seldom that provisions 
are sold to the consumer nix>n arrival 
in this city. 
Prices, of course, have 
much to do with the sales, and when 
there is an overstock of chickens, 
eggs, beef, fish, meat or similar com- 
modity, it is packed away in a cold 
storage warehouse, where it is held 
until prices justify a sale. 


As regards game, it was only last 
winter that emissaries of the 
state 
game warden 9ame to this city to find 
out why certain restaurants were sell- 
ing venison, pheasants, 
quail 
and 
• evei\v other sort of game out of season. 
The deputy game wardens bad quail 
for breakfast in September, when the 
law said that they should not be killed 
until December; venison for dinner, 
when deer can only be hunted in »Jan- 
uary, and woodcock and snipe. 
Then 
they made a list of the restaurants 
where the game had been obtained and 
arrested the ¡Droprietors. 
The 
pro- 
prietors gave the names of the men 
from whom they had bought the game, 
and these were found to have obtained 
it fi 'oni the warehousemen. 
It was 
learned that some of the game had 
been killed more than a year before 
during the regular season. 
There 
were exi:)ression3 of consciousness and 
wonderment on the faces of the game 
wardens when they departed for home. 
In theii* reports they said the law had 
Hot been violated. 


''We certainly have developed the 
business," said one of 
the 
ware- 
housemen, 
'*to a point that is un- 
equalled in any other i)art of the world. 
Eurojje has nothing like 
the cold 
warehouse system of this city. 
Even 
royal personages have to take their 
vegetables, meat, fruit and game in 
season. 
Here we do not. 
The 
cold 
warehouse system has been growing 
so slowly and yet surely in this city 
that it would be considered a hardship 
by citizens if they had to do without 
it. 
We have developed a pampered 
taste that requires fruit at Christmas, 
commodities that in the 'good old 
times' we could get only when nature 
provided them, at times, months after 
the time they are grown or killed. 
Rich men want trout at all seasons of 
the year, when it is known that they 
can only be obtained in the spring. 
Young chickens cannot be obtained 
exce])t at their weight in gold during 
the M'inter, if they are grown during 
tho cold months and killed just before 
being used. 
By means of the cold 
storage system they cost little more 
on New Year's day than they do in 
May. 
Spring lamb, that M as obtain- 
able formerly only in May and June, 
is carefully packed away in the spring 
and sold the succeeding winter and 
weeks before the earliest spring lamb 
of the following spring is born. 
Beef 
and mutton are not kept nearly 
so 
long—no need to do so. 


'•Bluefishcan be obtained only at 
certain seasons, yet they are on 'sale 
all the time. The same is true regard- 
ing bass, mackerel and other 
iish. 
Oysters and clams are also kept for 
months at a time and frequently from 
one season to another." 
^ A visit to one of these warehouses is 
interesting. 
The walls are of extra- 
ordinary thickness, 
sheathed 
with 
wood and tilled with huge ice-boxes. 
In some of the more modern ware- 
houses the same chemicals used to 
make artificial 
ice 
are 
circulated 
through the rooms by means of pijjes, 
.which keep the temperature several 
degrees below zero. 
The lish, meat 
or game to be preserved is packed in 
the ice-boxes, 
which 
have 
double 
walls, and the ice is packed around 
them. 
With the atmosphere around 
them below zero, the articles to be 
preserved are kept at a temperature 
that would make an Arctic explorer 
shiver until they are M'anted, when 
thoy are taken out and sold, some- 
times in a few days, and as often in a 
few months. 
The refrigerator cars 
have helped to deyelop the cold stor- 
age businesb. 


Tho Freozinif Process» 


In mining for gold in Siberia the 
ground is kept clear of snow, so as to 
permit the cold to penetrate 
as deep- 
ly as possible, after which the surface 
is thawed by tires until a shallow 
layer of earth can bo removed, 
The 
freezing is then allowed to proceed, 
and the thawing operations repeated, 
and this is continued as long as the 
cold weather lasts, savs a writer in 
the Engineering Magazine. 
In this 
way through the long Siberian winters 
o])eii excavations are made to the gold 
be aring I'ocks, the depths 
obtained 
being from twenty-five to seventy-five 
feet, according to the duration of the 


cold for i^urposes of exca- 
vation -was 
first 
used by Poetsch in 
J SHH; by his -well known jDrocess 
of 
cold bi'ine through a series of 
buried 
pipes the most difficult quicksand may 
be maile hard enough to be excavated 
like rock. 
In tbe 
article under con- 
>siileration are given 
general illustra- 
tions and details of the a]>paratusused 
in sinking the shafts at the Oourrieres 
mines, together with formulas enab- 
ling the safe thickness 
of frozen wall 
to be computed for round or square 
shafts of any given dimensions. 


Among the important applications 
of the freezing process are noted the 
sinking of the shafts for the cylinders 
of tho hydraulic elevator for the canal 
lift at Lea Fontinettes, 
and the con- 
struction of a tunnel at 
Stockholm. 
The latter work was executed en- 
tirely by the introduction of cold air 
into the working chamber at the head 
of the tunnel, the cold preventing in- 
filtration of water until the beton lin- 
ing was built, and the work of excavat- 
ing and mining being carried on at 
temperatures ranging between 
zero 
and 25 degrees Fahrenheit. 


Loft on li Desert Island. 


Wise scientists went forth from San 
Fransiseo on March 3, on the schooner 
Wahlberg, to gather specimens of sea 
life. 
They Avere college professors, 
ichthyologists and men like that. 


They put into San Diego on July 
27,M'ith five tons of deep-sea treasures 
and four marooned miserables whom 
they rescued from the desert island of 
Natividad—four wild, M'l'etched crea- 
tures who passed eight horrible months 
on the island. 


The four men are Sergeant Sanford 
and Private Connors of Company H, 
First infantry, of San Diego bai-racks; 
Jack Dampier, and William Andrews, 
who Avere rescued when on the verge 
of death on Natividad Island. 
San- 
ford and Connors had been on a three 
months'furlough and went down the 
coast Avith Dampier and Andrews and 
others on a guano-jjoaching expedition 
in the junk Hongkong, 


That was over eight months ago. 
At Cedros Island the rest of the crew 
took the Hongkong and left the four 
men on Natividad Island, Avith quite a

A Unique Salad. 


A unique salad Avas invented some 
years ago by an ingenious woman. 
It 
consisted of slices of hard-boiled egg 
at least four inches in diameter served 
on lettuce leaves. No egg but an ostrich 
egg Avas eA^er so large, but the secret 
lay in the fact that it ivas a composite 
egg. 
TA\'0 bags of flannel Avere made, 
one round and the other oval, the 
round one being much the smaller. 
Into the round one 
Avere dropjjed at 
once the yolks of eight eggs, nearly 
filling the bag. 
After the yolks Avere 
boiled hard they A\'ere left until cool, 
and then the flannel As'as cut ofl'. 
The 
whites of the eggs Avere put into the 
oval bag and the ball of yolks careful- 
ly slipped into them. 
When 
the 
whites had cooked and cooled the sec- 
ond bag was cut away. 


Experimenting was necessary to find 
the right size of bags for the number 
of eggs and the proportionate size for 
the yolk alone and the entire egg. 
It 
was another nice point to allow for the 
second boiling of the yolks Avithout 
getting them too hard, and to locate 
the yolk in the middle of the Avhites. 
This AA-as most satisfactorilv accom- 
plished by putting half of the Avhites 
into the bag, then dropping in the 
yolk and finishing Avith the rest of the 
whites. 
The buoyancy of the Avhites 
maintained the position of the yolk. 
AfterAvard the inventor of the niam- 
moth egg had two light tin

Place one ounce of tartaric acid in 
a teacup, fill the cup half full of boil- 
ing water, cover quickly.

A soft cloth 
Avet Avith milk 
and 
rubbed over boots and shoes three or 
four times a month will improve the 
appearance of the leather and help to 
keep it soft, and thus make it last 
longer. 


To remove paint from AvindoAv glass, 
take some strong A'inegar and heat it 
very hot. 
Wet a cloth in the hot liq- 
uid and Avash the glass Avith it aud the 
paint Avill come off quite readily. 
A 
strong solution of oxalic acid Avill also 
remove dry paint. 


The white of a raw egg is the most 
satisfactory of pastes, aud is bettei 
than any prepared mucilage or joaste 
one can buy. 
Papers intended to be 
put over tumblers of jelly and jam will 
hold A'ery securely and be airtight ii 
dipped in the Avhite of an egg, 


A A\'ash that Avill remove the oily 
appearance of the skin consists of n 
teaspoonful of tincture of 
benzoin 
added to fifteen teaspoonfuls of sofi 
water, shaking thoroughly. 
Put this 
on the face with a small sponge or bit 
of old linen rag, and let it dry on. 
It 
leaves a dainty fragrance much resem- 
bling mignonette or heliotroi^e. 


Take fresh green 
beans, 
string 
them, cook until tender, fill tin cans 
Avith the beans (not too full), add one 
teaspoonful of the acid to each quart 
of beans; fill the can Avith boiling Ava- 
ter and seal quickly.

A Youiis: Keiituckitiii's Jiivoiitloii. 
Thomas B, Dixon, a broad-browed, 
intellectual-looking yoimg man from 
Henderson, Ky., has accomplished Avhat 
nearly all of the great electrical in- 
ventors and investigators have failed 
to do—devised a practical sextuplate 
system of telegraphing.

The New Cuban Q^oltcy^ 


At last Gcnoral Weylcr, the butcher 
\n Cuba, is recalled and General Blanco 
a more liumaue Boldior, is to take his 
^laco and attempt to suppress the iu- 
fcurrcctiou. 
An additional force of 20,- 
000 Spanish soldiers is to accompany 
General 
Blanco, but this 
force will 
beared y make up for the Spanish losses 
during the past year in deaths, disabil- 
ities and sickness. 
If General Weyler 
-with a force of upwards of 200.000 men, 
and the most relentless warfare, has 
been unable to conquer the Cubans, 
can Blanco be expected to bo any more 
successful. 
The change of policy on 
the part of Spain comes too late to pla- 
cato 
the 
Cubans. 
They 
have 
felt 
Spain's iron heel; they know that Span- 
ish promises are not to be relied upon 
and they do not want Spanish reforms. 
The Cubans are lighting for independ- 
ence and are not likely to let go the ad- 
vantages 
they 
have 
gained 
for 
the 
¿»fomises Spain may hold out for them. 
They have stood up against Campos' 
more humane tactics, ^and it is alto- 
gether probable that they will continue 
to make 
as 
gallant a light 
against 
Blanco, as his two predecessors. 
The 
new arrangements for the conduct of 
»Hairs iu Cuba will, however» causo a 
delay in any possible action that this 
country may have had in contempla- 
tion 
in 
regard 
to 
that 
unfortunate 
country. 
The administration will no 
doubt await the promulgation of the 
promised reforms in Cuba and see what 
cffect they may have. 
It Avill doubtless 
uso its elTorts to bring about a better 
Btate of affairs upon the island, and if 
the 
war 
shall 
continue, 
see 
that 
it 
is 
conducted 
within 
the 
bounds 
of civilized warfare in the future. 
If 
the new policy fails to bring the cx- 
pected results, and after a fair trial it 
ehall fail, it may then become neces- 
sary for the United States to take a 
more decided stand, and sec that Spain, 
having failed by every means, to sup- 
press the revolution, in the interests of 
humanity, shall give to the struggling 
Cubans what they have so richly de- 
served and won—their 
iudcpendence. 
The next few months will be momeut- 
ous ones for both Cuba and Spain, and 
events M'ill be watched with 
interest 
by Americans.

AN Ol'BKATOR FORGOT ORDETIS AND A 
nEAD-ON COLLISION IlESDLTS. 


One of the worst wrecks which ever 
tiappened on the Western Maryland rail- 
road took place Thursday at 3 o'clock, on 
the dip, midway between Chewsville and 
Cavetown, one mile east of Chewsville. 
Two fast freight trains, going in opposite 
directions collided, head on, while run- 
ning at full speed. They were trains No. 
GOl, westbound, and No. 402 eastbound. 
Both engines, Nos. 63 and 47, were 
smashed to the extent that they no long- 
er look like engines. 


Train 601 pulled thirteen loaded cars 
and train 402 drew four loaded cars 
and five empties.

to go by Chewsville. The train dispatch- 
er at Hillen station asked him over the 
wire if the train had yet reached Chews- 
ville, 
Operator King wired back that 
the train had gone on ahead. It is stated 
the operator then went out of the office, 
and standing on the platform, listened 
for the collision which he knew must 
come. 
Presently he heard the mighty 
engines come together with a tremen- 
dous noise. 
Then, trembling so that lie 
could barely send the message, he report- 
ed the wreck to headquarters at Hillen 
Station, 


Wlien the trains were about to come 
together the crew of both engines jump- 
ed off. All were badly injured, and Sam- 
uel M. Harden, of Reisterstown, a fire- 
man, died of his wounds half an houj* 
after the accident. 
Hazlett Van Horn,

lives aboard of the ship until she goes 
to sea again. 
He may cook and eat 
all his meals aboard, or if there is a 
restaurant close at hand ashore, he 
may get his dinners there. 
He sleeps 
aft. He does not sleep iuthe captain's 
room, but he takes his choice of the 
rooms of the mate and the second 
mate, this being the custom on the 
beach. 


The shipkeeper is the watchman of 
the ship, and he looks after her in 
mauy ways and sees that no harm 
comes to her. 
He sees that the steve- 
dore's men don't drox> blocks on deck, 
and that no injury of any kind is done 
to her inboard, and he sees that no 
harm befalls her from tugs and light- 
cook as I 
or other craft. 
And he keeps the 
ship iu order. 
He is more than likely 
to be a man who knows a ship alow 
aud aloft, and to take a sailor's jn-ide 
in her, and a j^ersonal pride in the 
ships of the house that employs him. 
There are shipkeepers who are not 
over-nice, shipkeepers are just like 
other people in this respect ; but, as a 
rule, they keep their ships in perfect 
order. 


Suppose yon see in South street a 
fine ship that takes your fancy, and 
you walk down the wharf to go aboard 
of her. 
If you find the gangway lead- 
ing up to her side bright and clean, 
not even any dust on it, the manroije 
a fresh, bright bit of rope, brass man- 
rope stanchion planted in the 
rail 
handsomely polished, strips of canvas 
laid upon the brass-covered treads of 
the stejis leading from the gangway 
platform up to the rail of the shii>, 
upon the brass-covered rail itself, and 
upon the steps down to the deck with- 
in, why, it really wouldn't be neces- 
sary to look any further to know what 
kind of shipkeeper was aboard here. 
But if you look down from the quar- 
ter-deck into the waist of the ship, you 
will see there a broad expanse of deck 
as clean as any floor. If you go for- 
ward and look, say, into the hoisting 
engine-house, you find the engine and 
the tank and the room itself newly 
and tastefully painted and everything 
in perfect trim. 
Look into the gallery 
and you will find that just the same ; 
as clean a kitchen as any you ever saw, 
afloat or ashore. 
It is just the same 
everywhere about the ship; the white 
paint is white aud the brasswork is 
bright; and the cabin is in perfect or- 
der; aud the veteran of the sea who 
keejjs the ship iu this shape is jiroud 
of her, as he has a perfect right to be. 
She may have been tied ui) at three or 
four wharves, at as many difl'erent 
points around the harbor, towing here 
and there and discharging or taking 
on cargo, but she's kept as trim and 
handsome as though she were on ex- 
hibition. 


The ship is deep in the water when 
the shi2>keeper lirst stei>s over the 
rail; he sees her rise as they take the 
cargo out of her, until she is light, 
and stands, on high tides, with her 
side high above the wharf. 
The shiiJ- 
keei>er stays aboard for weeks. There 
may be days or longer periods when 
there is nothing doing aboard of her 
except what he does himself, wheathe 
ship is silent; btit sooner or later they 
begin to fill her up again, and from 
that on there is more or less life 
aboard of her and alongside. 


A week or ten days before the ship's 
sailing day, the captain comes to town. 
He visits the owner's oflice and goes 
down and sees she ship. 
He looks 
after her stores and whatever other 
business he may have to attend to. 
All this time, as the shii) fills ixi^, she 
is going down in the water again. Two 
or three days before she sails the rig- 
gers come aboard aud bend her sails. 


The crew was discharged the minute 
she tied ujj; the new crew doesn't go 
aboard until the last minute before 
bhe sails. 
It may be that the mate, 
the executive ollicer of the ship, comes 


aboard late. 
He must know Avhoro 
everything is, and the shipkeeper cau 
tell him. 
Thus it happens that some- 
times the shipkeeiDer goes down the 
bay with the ship aud conies off with 
the pilot; but oftener his duty is end- 
ed, and he steins ashore as the ship 
leaves the wharf.—New York Sun. 


HORSES ON 
VACATIONS. 


Thoflo of th« ItoHinn Vollro llo|mrtinont 
Oot Two or Thrpo WopUs l^arli. 


The police commissioners of Boston 
have decided that, inasmuch as tho 
hcvrses iu the department bear their 
lu'oportionate part of the hard work, 
they as well as the men shall have 
vacations in the summer. 
To that 
end they have arranged that every 
horse shall enjoy two, and in some 
instances 
three 
weeks' 
vacation. 
Three large pastures have been se- 
cured by tho 
department, 
two in 
Brighton aud one iu Dorchester, and 
as the horse arrives its shoes are taken 
oft', and it is allowed to roam at will, 
coming into the stable only at night. 
The grass iu the jiastures, though of 
the best quality, is not the horses' 
sole food; at supper time the horses 
get the regular measure of grain. 
The animals seem to enjoy their va- 
cations immensely, and horses show- 
ing plainly the effect of their hard 
Avork in tho department have been 
returned after their country sojourn 
vastly improved. 


When it is taken into consideration 
that 
the police 
department 
owns 
seventy-two hoi^ses, it will be seen 
that the allowing of vacations is a con- 
siderable undertaking, even Avithout 
the item of expense. 
Ten years ago 
the department had but tweuty-fivo 
horses. 
At present, in addition to 
those in the well-trained 
mounted 
force, the department has about thirty 
horses engaged in the signal depart- 
ment. 
Every station house in the 
city, with two exceptions, has at least 
two horses, 
and where ambulances 
are used, three, ^ Then the depart* 
ment has eleven driving horses, which 
are used exclusively by the commis- 
sioners and the superintendents. 
^ 
' The horses of the mounted force 
are the best that can be procured, and 
are wonderfully intelligent and active, 
and exhibitions bv the mounted force 
have become a very popular feature 
of the annual horse shoAVS. 
The 
horses of the signal department also 
are Avell trained, aud instances have 
beeu recorded Avhere some of them 
have exhibited almost human intelli- 
gence. 
It is said, and sworn to by 
the drivers of one of the doAvntown 
stations, that one of the horses as- 
signed to that station, knoAvs perfectly 
the location of tho patrol boxes, and 
Avhen the number of a box is truck on 
the tapper Avill go directly to it Avith- 
out any guidance Avhatever. 


The veteran of the department is a 
horse attached to the Lagrange street 
station, knoAvn as Nigger. 
This is a 
Avonderfully intelligent aniuml, and 
has been drawing a patrol wagon 
«very day for nine years, and until 
this year has never had a day off by 
reason of sickness or for any other 
cause. 
Nigger is one of those now 
enjoying a three Aveeks vacation, and 
the drivers Avho visit the horse regu- 
larly every day say that it is enjoying 
every minute. 
The next oldest is a 
large bay that has been in service at 
the Mount Pleasant station for eight 
years.

tomans as honorable and humane men, 
although they can fight A v h e n it comes 
to blows. 
The Turkomalis live a pas- 
toral life, while the Yurouks are no- 
madic and therefore not easily sub- 
jected to law. 


Although the Greeks and the Alba- 
nians are regarded as belonging to the 
same (iraeco-Latin race, the latter are, 
for the most part, :Mussulmans. Some 
of the Albanians are Roman Catholics 
and others are of the Greek church, 
and the two slightly divergent sects 
hate each other as cordially as I^ar- 
nellites and anti-rarnellites. 
But, 
whatever the form of faith, they ¡ire- 
fer rol)])Pry as a means of livelihood to 
any othw industry. 
At

time tliey are of a iiuo physic^al typo 
and make splendid soldiers; but they 
treat their women like oxen, and, al- 
though they dress in rich clothes of 
the fashion of the Scottish Highlands, 
they have a horror of soap.

It is sujjposed 
that, ill the event of war, the Lazes 
and Circassians, as well as the Tar- 
tars, Yurouks and Turkomans, would 
support tho Hultan and liis Ottoman 
subjecls, while tJie Albanians and tho 
Kurds might, butju'oljably would Jiut, 
oppose him.—Ht.
